Colonel Tom Fitch 


Offers His 


Remedy. 


"The Issue of the day in the East." 


said Colonel Tom Fitch, who has re- 
cently returned from a trip to the main- 
land, speaking to a representative of the 
Advertiser yesterday, "Is how to curb 
the power of those gigantic aggrega- 
tions of capital called 'trusts.' The 
combination of ocean steamship lines 
made by John P. Morgan has attracted 
the attention of the entire civilized 
world, and one is reminded by it of the 
saying of the celebrated John Randolph 
of Roanoke: 
'Give the tiger the prop- 


erties of the shark, and who shall be 
safe, either on land or seaT' 


"The issue 1* one that cannot be Ig- 


nored or subordinated to others. Tin- 
settled questions.' said a French phllos- 
6pher, 'have no pity for the repose of 
mankind.' We shall have in this re- 
public, before many years, either a pre- 
serving revolution or a destroying one. 
Thus far it must be admitted that the 
practical operation of the trusts has 
been, in many respects, beneficial rather 
than Injurious to mankind. The people 
have cheaper lights because of the 
Standard Oil Company, and cheaper 
sugar because of the American Sugar 
Refining 
Company, and 
the 
men 


who work for the United States Steel 
Corporation secure as steady employ- 
ment and as high wages as ever. It was 
a favorite maxim of the late General 
B. F. Butler that the best government 
in the world, after a republic, was a 
benevolent despotism. I am not one of 
the pesslsists who believe that the spirit 
of commercialism has debauched this 
nation—but today a dozen men In New 
York City could control the price of 
every ton of coal, every barrel of flour, 
every pound of meat used In the coun- 
try, and name the wages of every la- 
borer between the Atlantic and the 
Missouri River. 


"Who Is wise enough to iiame a rem- 


edy for this condition? T do not claim 
to be, but I would offer a suggestion. 
It will be remembered that in the mid- 
dle ages, when a criminal could not be 
reached by any other means he was de- 
clared an outlaw—bis person and his 
property was placed without protection, 
beyond the pale of the law. The Hawa- 
iian legislature, soon to assemble, could 
attract a good deal of attention to Itself, 
and possibly become the pioneer in a 
great movement, by enacting an amend- 
ment to the penal code which would 
read something like this: 


'.' 'Larceny shall consist of two kinds 


namely, larceny and justifiable larceny. 
Larceny shall consist of the stealing, 
taking and carrying away, or of the 
embezzlement, or the fraudulent obtain- 
ment, of the property of another, and 
shall be punishable as now provided by 
law." 'Justifiable larceny shall consist of 
the stealing, and all the rest of it, of 
the goods, wares or property which have 
been manufactured or sold by any per- 
son, corporation or association previ- 
ously convicted in any court of compe- 
tent Jurisdiction of the violation of the 
provisions of any act of Congress, here- 
tofore or hereafter enacted, for the reg- 
ulation of trusts.

The Lahaina Champion Hits Wailuku Several 


Hard Blows'With His Little 


Hammer. 


Lahaina, February 9, 1&03. 


Editor Advertiser What has caused 


all this fear and alarm about the county 
seat being changed in the original bill 
from Wailuku to Lahaina? Has the 
editor of the Maul News been having 
'suspicious dreams" of late, or has 
somebody been whispering1 his fear of 
such change In his ears? Lahaina has 
not laid any claims to the county seat 
up to this date. The several Issues of 
the Maul News for the past few weeks 
jo to show that the Maul News man, 
knowing that an Intelligent legislature 
is going to handle the matter, Is trying 
to pull the wool over their eyes by his 
sarcasm about Lahaina. In one of the 
sauea of the Maul News, about a month 
ago, be said that "If the circuit court of 
Maul was gotten up for eleemosynary 
purposes, Lahaina would have a palpa- 
jle show." 


The writer of this article has lived 


In Lahaina for the past twelve years, 
and during that time has never seen a 
pauper, or any one depending upon aid 
or charity of any kind, within her 
bounds. The editor of the News is, 
comparatlve'y speaking, a "mallhlni" on 
Maul, and has never been In touch with 
he possibilities and advantages of the 
ancient capital. She has her coast line 
of about ten mllea, extending from 
•Caanapall to Olowalu, nearly all of it 
being government land, and naturally 
protected by the islands of Lanai and 
Kahoolawe. 


It is along this coast that nearly all 


the gun practice of the war vessels has 
taken place and, geographically speak- 
ing, let any one look at the map of the 
Islands and see If Lahaina is not the 
central part of Maul county, which em- 
braces Maul, Lanai, Molokai and Ka- 
hoolawe. 


And most of all, Lahaina is a sea port, 


and passengers coming from Honolulu 
and Hawaii do not have to be carted 
in hacks for half the night over doubt- 
ful roads.

At the present time the district 
Judge, the sheriff, the tax collector, the 
postmaster, the superintendent of the 
waterworks, and the collector of the 
port all have their offices In the building 
and, I think, with a small addition it 
could be made to accommodate the en- 
tire set of county officers. And the Jail, 
though not used much at present, is 
amply sufficient for county purposes.

As a matter of fact, agriculture 
Is not a branch of the Land Depart- 
ment, and we have only complete infor- 
mation in regard to the lands of the 
Islands. I am sending the applicants 
information relative to the character, 
physical condition and general facts re- 
garding public lands. This will com- 
prise a list of all the available lands, 
and also just what each settler may 
secure 
The matter of what develop- 


ment has been made Is a different sort 
of a proposition, and I am compelled to 
go outside the office for Information. I 


halna stands that old school Lahalna- 
luna Seminary, where many of our fore- 
most native scholars received their ear- 
ly training, and not a few of our pres- 
ent Senators and Representatives are 
graduates of that institution. 


And most historic of all is the old 


Wainee church, rebuilt a few years ago 
at a cost of about $11,000 by the Hon. 
H. P. Baldwin. 


It was in this church, years ago, that 


the elder Baldwin sowed the seeds of 
Christianity among the natives of West 
Maul, and on Sunday mornings at the 
present time one can see the natives 
meandering their way along the differ- 
ent streets towards Wainee, there to 
worship as In days of old. Then there 
is the quaint old graveyard on its left, 
where one can read the names of Ha- 
waii's chiefs and ladles, whose spirits 
have gone to the far beyond. And Just 
back of the church stands the remains 
of what was once the royal tomb, where 
nearly all members of notable royalty 
who died on Maul were burled. 


Lahaina has shown wonderful prog- 


ress in the last nine years In the devel- 
opment of her internal Industries. The 
sugar output in 1894 was 2,100 tons; this 
year it will be 16,000 tons. Her taxes have 
increased J20.000 In the last ten years, 
and her postofflce money order trans- 
actions during the last three years 
exceed those of Wailuku by at least 
$40,000. In 1894, outside of the plantation 
there were only three two-wheel brakes 
and two express wagons; today ehe 
supports thirty-four hacks for public 
hire, and numerous private carriages, 
wagons, trucks, and drays, whose pas- 
sage to and fro through the busy streets 
makes an old timer stop to ponder 
how it came about. She has also, dur- 
ing that time, besides additions to some 
business houses, built four large busi- 
ness blocks, two first class hotels, and 
numerous private residences. 


The firm of H. Hackfeld & Co. will 


soon begin the erection of a large build- 
ing to be used as a general merchandise 
store and wholesale liquor house, the 
land adjoining to be used as a lumber 
yard, and the whole will cover about 
an acre pi ground, close to the landing. 


The enormous quantity of water now 


being developed by the Pioneer Mill 
Company, Ltd., will enable them to fur- 
nish the town with electric lights at a 
low cost and with profit to themselves.

J. T. Van Valkenburg, living on the 


Peninsula, has a fine grove of citrus 
trees which are afflicted with the oyster 
shell scale. He has a remedy which will 
cure the disease, but he has no protec- 
tion against Infected trees in the neigh- 
borhood, which are allowed to go from 
bad to worse No sooner does he clear 
his own orchard of the scale than the 
parasites in the other orchards migrate 
to his trees and continue their attack- 
Mr. Van Valkenberg is getting tired of 
the process, and thinks the Territory 
ought to protect him from controllable 
pests

station Is established we can use one- 
fifth, but after that not more than five 
per cent, so that this year we are per- 
mitted only to expend $600 for build- 
Ings and equipment. Unless the Terri- 
tory cornea to the rescue as is done in 
other territories, part of the work plan- 
ned out will have to be abandoned. 


"There are lots of things 
required

It was recommendation night with the 


Republican caucus, owing to the ab- 
sence of Attorney Breokona and most 
of the members of the commission 
which framed the county law, and the 
members of the Legislature who met at 
Republican headquarters listened to 
what out-of-town Republicans had to 
say concerning the provisions of a law 
which will be acceptable 
to them. 


There were a large number of commun- 
ications read, and they were received 
and filed for consideration, the mem- 
bers from the various districts being 
charged with the duty of bringing them 
up before the caucus. 


There was a large attendance when 


the session began, and Secretary At- 
kinson of the Central 
Committee at 


once claimed the floor to read to the 
caucus the letter from Governor Dole, 
which came to the central body in re- 
sponse to the invitation sent to the Chief 
Executive to make known any views he 
had as to the course which should be 
pursued, in perfecting the measure as 
drawn by the commission. The letter 
was a lengthy one, and In its course the 
Governor called attention to many 
points which have been suggested In the 
caucus heretofore. 


The most important suggestion, per- 


haps, is that which bears on the division 
of the Island of Hawaii. Governor Dole 
said that he was in favor of placing 
Hamakua in the county of West Ha- 
waii, as it waa too far from Hllo, 
whereas, If it was put in a county with 
its county seat at Waimea, there would 
be a fair division of the Island. In re- 
gard to the resources, it was set forth 
that the county of West Hawaii, as 
now divided, would have taxes, on the 
basis of last year, of $75,745.81, while 
East Hawaii vould have 
$205,660.40. 


With the dlvisi n suggested, East Ha- 
waii would have only $196,140.24, and 
West Hawaii would have $85,265.97. 
This would decrease the difference by 
nearly $20,000. The suggestion Is that 
Hamakua be added to the West county 
and Kau removed and placed with Hllo 
and Puna. The names are recommend- 
ed to be changed, as well. 


The amounts of bonds for officials are 


said to be too high, as available officers 
might not be able to secure the bonds. 
In addition, it is said that the number 
of officials is too great for the smaller 
counties of the Territory. The title of 
county attorney is suggested, and as 
well that there be a county road super- 
visor, instead of the district official. 
The conflict as to the duties of the tax 
assessors and collectors Is pointed out, 
as well as the necessity for Increased 
Jurisdiction for district magistrates. 


The 
Governor suggests that 
the 


change in the time of making tax re- 
turns from the last of January to Jan- 
uary 20 should not be made, as the peo- 
ple are now accustomed to the former 
day. The discrepancy as to the collec- 
tion of interest on delinquent taxes and 
the actions of Territorial assessors, who 
are legislated out of office, IF brought 
up, as well as the changes in regard to 
publication of notices and the registra- 
tion cf instruments In sections 143 and 
144. 


The next letter was from Curtis P. 


laukea, who urged that there be more 
power given the people, suggesting that 
they name their district road officials 
and magistrates, and insisting that 
there was entirely too .MUCH central- 
ization. 


Representative Wright had read a 


resolution from Kohala which urged the 
members of the Legislature to do all 
In their power to keep the control of 
the leper settlement in the hands of the 
oral authorities. 


Senator Dickey read a Mter from his 


precinct club, on Maul, In which several 
amendments were suggested. The com- 
bination of certain offices was suggest- 
ed, and the most Important feature was 
:hat which asked that the supervisors 
be the county Board of Hf-alth, to work 
jnder the Territorial Board.

Twelve years for burglary which was 


the sentence Imposed yesterday upon 
Roger James by Judge De Bolt Will 
probably have the effect of putting a 
stop to the indiscriminate thievery 
with which Honolulu has been afflicted 
for a month or more past. In passing 
sentence Judge De Bolt referred to the 
present epidemic of crime and stated 
that the object of punishment was to 
deter others from similar offenses. In 
this case, the court stated that the 
defendant had been ably defended, and 
he had been given every possible op- 
portunity to prove himself innocent. 
However 
the 
jury 
bad found him 


guilty and there was nothing to do but 
impose sentence. The sentence of the 
court was twelve years In Oahu Prison 
and to pay the costs of the prosecu- 
tion. 


ThfLjury was instructed and retired 


at 
about 
eleven o'clock yesterday 


morning and It was two hours before 
an agreement was reached. 
The de- 


fendant was defended by H. W. Robhi- 


son, 
appointed by the court, as he had 


no means. The maximum punishment 
for burglary In the first degree is life 
Imprisonment 
under the Hawaiian 


statutes. 


THIEVES TO REFORMATORY. 
Judge De Bolt yesterday 
morning 


sentenced two of the boys Indicted, tor 
horse stealing to the reformatory for 
the remaining years of their minority. 
The court stated that the statutes had 
been carefully considered and he be- 
lieved he was given authority to send 
minors to the reform school. Two of 
the boys, E. Marks and Frank Cal- 
dero, pleaded guilty to larceny in the 
second degree and were each sentenced 
to the reform school until they be- 
come of age. The third of the young- 
sters, John Estrella, was sent to Jail 
for twenty days. 
He also pleaded 


guilty and was given a severe lecture 
by the court upon the rewards of hon- 
esty and dishonesty. He is above the 
age however at which boys can be sent 
to the reformatory so the jail sentence 
was imposed. 


All three of the boys were members 


of a youthful gang of horse thieves 
which operated around Walalua, and 
they were alleged to have stolen mules 
from the Waialua Agricultural Co.

A bill to entirely reorganise the Na- 


tional Guard of Hawaii so that It may 
become an annex of the regular army of 
the United States la now being prepared 
for submission to the Legislature this 
month. The bill Is BO drawn as to con- 
form with the workings of the Dick bill 
recently passed by Congress, and which 
practically makes the militia regiments 
of the various states and Territories an 
integral part of the fighting force of 
Uncle Sam. 


The new militia law passed by Con- 


gress gives the President of the United 
States the power to call out the Na- 
tional guard of any state or territory In 
case of war for service of nine months. 
It provides also that states availing 
themselves of the privileges of the Dick 
bill are entitled to the services of reg- 
ular army officers for drill masters and 
for theoretical purposes. 
There Is a 


provision also that the militia shall go 
into camp with the regulars for at least 
five days each year, and they shall re- 
ceive the same pay as the regulars dur- 
ing that service.

BANK CASE DECIDED. 


Judge De Bolt yesterday decided the 


American Savings Bank case in favor 
of the defendants, the present officers 
of the corporation.

ON TRIAL 


Alleged 
Burglar 


Before the 


Court. 


(From Wednesday's doily.) 


Roger James, the negro alleged to be 


the "long man" of the pair, who are 
said to have committed a series of rob- 
beries In Honolulu recently, was put on 
trial before Judge De Bolt yesterday 
afternoon for the robbery of the tea 
garden at Pacific Heights. The Jap- 
anese woman whom he Is alleged to 
have gagged and threatened with 
death, was the principal witness for 
the prosecution.
